The  primates  im¬ 
mediately  granted  me  my  request  in  a  very  flatter¬ 
ing  reply,  which  I  regret  I  have  not  lime  to  copy 
and  send  you.  They  also  appointed  a  committee 
of  five  of  the  most  respectable  citizens,  lo  confer 
with  me,  receive  my  plan,  and  enter  into  an  agree¬ 
ment  w  hich  would  be  confirmed  hy  the  city.  This 
has  been  eflected  to  our  mutual  sali.sfaction,  and 
has  been  unanimously  ratified  by  the  municipal  au¬ 
thority  ;  though  it  was  delayed  until  a  few  days 
ago,  by  an  opposition  from  a  quarter  least  expect¬ 
ed  (not  a  Greek,  however,  but  a  foreigner.)  On 
this  site,  I  intend,  hereafter,  to  build  the  school  for 
boys.  There  are  materials  on  thc  ground  and 
buildings  still  existing,  which  will  enable  me  to  ef¬ 
fect  this  at  iio  great  expense.

viour,’  whom  Paul  ‘  declared  unto  the  Athenians’ 
of  old,  will  stand  on  that  memorable  spot — in 
which  the  doctrines  and  the  epistles  of  that  holy 
Apostle  will  be  daily  taught.  And  every  stranger 
who  visits  Athens,  drawn  to  this  spot  by  love  of 
cla.ssic  lore  or  high  antiquity,  will  have  his  atten-

we  are  under,  of  conmnenring  our  school  buildings 
irrrredialely.  The  rent  of  thia  house  expires  on 
Istof  April  next;  and  where  shall  we  go,  when 
we  leave  this,  with  all  our  flock?  Even  this 
house  (which  it  was  urged  once  was  far  too  large 
for  us)  has  become  by  far  too  strait.  AAe  aie  suf¬ 
fering,  in  every  sense,  for  want  of  room.  Our 
children  suffer ;  our  teachers  suffer ;  we  cannot 
receive  those  who  daily  apply  ;  we  cannot  intro¬ 
duce  improverrents,  which  are  much  needed. 
Our  Hellenic  school  is  actually  crowded  so,  that 
a  portion  of  the  boys  l  ave  to  remain  outside,  while 
the  others  are  receiving  their  lesson.s.  It  is  not 
considered  proper,  in  this  country,  that  such  a 
school  should  be  mi  the  same  building  with  a  girl’s 
school.  AA  e  have  120  children  in  a  low  chamber, 
paved  with  tiles;  only  22  feet  long  and  16  feet 
broad — which,  for  an  Infant-school  especially,  is 
one-h'dlf  too  small.  AA'e  have  no  place  for  a  large 
Lancasterian  school  for  boys,  w  hich,  cf  all  things 
else,  is,  at  present,  the  most  desirable  in  Athens. 
AA’ith  a  good  teacher,  (of  euch  I  have  a  prospect¬ 


ed,  in  the  association  connccud  with  these  hints, 
to  give  a  stimulus  to  your  enterpti>e  at  home,  that 
will  be  more  than  sufficient  for  all  our  wants. 
'Fhis  site  I  have  selected  and  purchased  on  my 
own  account,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Finlay, 
who  docs  not  ask  me  for  the  money  until  1  have  an 
answer  from  the  Committee  whether  they  will  con¬ 
firm  it  or  not.  In  the  mean  lime,  1  am  to  pay 
him  $50  per  annum,  redeematle  by  the  payment 
of  the  capital  (say  $600)  when  I  will.  1  am  hap¬ 
py  to  HS.'Ure  you,  that  I  have  the  approbation  both 
of  Dr.  Eorik  and  of  Mr.  RoberUon,  in  every  par¬ 
ticular  of  this  arrangement.  I  am  not  so  far  pre¬ 
pared  in  regard  to  the  plan  of  the  building,  either 
iiere  or  at  the  public  square,  as  to  be  able  to  send 
them  to  you  by  this  opportunity,  which  was  quit* 
unexpected.  I  will  furnish  them,  however,  aa  soon 
as  completed.  E^nlil  w  e  hear  further  from  the  So¬ 
ciety,  it  id  my  intention  to  erect  only  Ike  school 
for  girls  and  Infant-school,  (i.  e.)  one  building  at 
the  Agora.  The  remains  at  the  Public  school  are 
.sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  Stephanos’ 
school  at  present,  and  tc>wards  spring  I  hope  to  bei 
gin  the  Lancasterian  schorl.  The  cost  of  the 
whole,  will  not,  I  hope  and  have  reason  to  believe, 
exceed  $2,000.  AA’ith  regard  to  the  arrai  genaenta 
for  my  own  family  for  the  next  year,  1  have  not 
made  any  inquiry.  It  is  with  extreme  difficulty 
that  houses  are  to  be  obtained  at  all,  and  rents  are 
enormously  high.  For  a  bou^e  containing  two 
small  rooms  and  the  um  of  a  kitchen  badly 
situated,  $120  per  annum  are  paid.  Again— $15 
per  month  are  paid  by  t»  o  of  my  friends  for  a  part 
of  a  house,  consisting  of  a  room  fiffeen  feet  aquare, 
two  other  very  small  apartments,  and  a  little  kitch¬ 
en,  all  on  the  same  floor,  and  an  eartheio  floor! 
Mr.  King  has  offered  $1  per  day  f^r  a  shell  of  a 
house,  for  bis  school,  about  ono-tbird  s-naUer  thaa 
ours,  for  which  I  pay  $3C0,  with  my  family  knd 
200  scholars.  He  has  not  over  100 tcholara, and 
occupies  hia  own  house,  which  is  the  best  in  Ath¬ 
ens,  and  would  bring  $4C0  per  annum  ;  so  that  he 
would  be  at  an  expense  of  $765  per  annum,  with 
half  the  number  of  scholars  that  we  have  now,  at  a 
rent  of  $300;  but  T  hope  thia  will  socn  be  reduced 
when  we  get  our  buildings.  T  he  Committee  will 
recollect,  also,  that  in  March  last,  I  undertook  to 
pay  out  of  my  own  salary,  whatever  should  exceefl 
ihe  then  actual  expenses  for  rents  of  our  two  fami¬ 
lies  and  the  schools."  This  excess  has  been  this 
vear  about  $100 ;  but  our  schools  have,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  this  arrangement,  increased  Uro-fold  in 
numbers,  and  beyond  calculation  in  solid  beneffi; 
but  I  am  willing  to  do  the  same  again  and  again, 
if  the  same  raaults  can  be  accomplished.
